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HUMBLE IN VICTORY; UNBOWED BY DEFEAT 
ANATOLIA ATHLETICS 1972-73 


School year 1972-73 has been a busy and fruitful time for Anatolia athletes, b-th boys and girls. As 
usual, Anatolia emerged as the basketbal! power of Northern Greece, and competed well in the other major sports. 

The girls’ volleyball team, under the tutelage of Miss Leonidou, won the championship of its district, 
defeated four other districts and then lost in the finals of the Northern Greece Championsh ps. Boys’ vol’eyball 
was less successful this year losing out in district competition. 

The soccer team, led by Ted Argyropoulos, fought valiantly in a number of close games, but lost the 
district title by one goal, and went down to defeat in the annual game with Athens College 2-1. 

The boys’ basketball team crushed a series of opponents in district play and then fattened its reputation 
in a pair of games with the team from the aircraft carrier Forrestal. Led by George Nanos, a sixth form student 
and member of the Greek National Junior Team; Terry Theocharides, a third generation Anatol an; the Stano- 
poulos brothers, Zissis and John, and Christos Zahopoulos, Anatolia defeated the bigger and more mature 
Forrestal team on board the carrier 67-64, then played good host and lost a 55-52 decision to the Americans 
on the college court. 

The Anatolia boys proceeded to win in their district and easily reached the finals of the Northern Greece 
Championship, where before a roaring crowd of 3,000 spectators in the Palais des Sports, they dropped a tense 
49 - 48 game to the 10th Gymnasium of Thessalonikt. 

The final action of the season saw Anatolia smashing Athens College 73-38 at Athens. George Paschale- 
ris scored twenty points, and since he will be joined by Theocharides and John Stanopoulos on next year S 
squad, coach George Kassapides looks forward to another yood season. 

Meanwhile, the Anatolia girls’ basketball team was not to be outdone. Coached by Miss Rena Christod 
lopoulou, and led by fifth formers Athena Karamina, Marina Melithou, and Olga K iatip‘dou, the girls swepl 
through district play and won the Northern Greece Championship. In the final game Anatolia comp!etely choked 
off the offense of Thessaloniki Third Gymnasium, as Olga Kiatip:dou held their star player scoreless. The

final score was 46 - 18. 
In springtime developments, Ronald Barkshise took fourth place in the Greek National High School Champton- 


ships in the 100 meters in a school record time of 11.0, and George Nanos was selected Athlete of the Year.
